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DENNIS AT THE PLAYHOUSE 


by Margaret W. Perkins 
(Reprinted from the Dennis-Yarmouth Register, July 15, 1960) 


Time has effected a sly metamorphosis; for, too long ago to be polite, rumor raced 
around Cape Cod, by that osmosis peculiar to rural areas, that Dennis was going to have 
a theatre, and right in the middle of its best hayfield, at that. 


The theatre was an instrument of Satan; drama the most pagan of all the arts; Den- 
nis would be ruined. From the Canal to Race Point (or at least to the Truro town line) 
premonitory shivers of eternal damnation swept along the glacial spine of this narrow 
land. The Cape Playhouse itself, of course, simply went on about its business. 


There were even, in those first years, a few local souls willing to gamble on their good 
standing with Saint Peter, who worked there. Van Coleman, whose father ran a bakery 
in Hyannis, helped Cleon Throckmorton with scene design. Pete Williams, who’s now 
dean of Cape Cod newspapermen, spent a few summers as assistant stage Manager, swiping 
Dorothy Perkins roses from back fences in the dark of night and scything the parking lot. 
Barnstable High School’s Ed Milk did an acting stint! 


But then something began to happen. Gene Fitch, who followed Throckmorton as 
designer, bought a home at High Brewster. Irene Fagan, perennial costumiere, found her- 
self a little cottage on Dennis main street from which to put down permanent roots, and 
Gertrude Lawrence went through the same adoption procedure with a home off the high 
road. Sincerely mourned by hundreds of once hidebound natives, all Cape Cod seemed to 
grieve when she died. 

This was the first step only. Through good times and bad, surviving the war years 
and the ever-increasing tensions and pressures on the highly competitive straw-hat circuit, 
the Cape Playhouse has kept sinking its taproot deeper and deeper into its hayfield. 

Practically the entire village of Dennis is now happy as a clam at high tide to play 
host to stars, not-stars, apprentices, and backstage technicians. Most of the directors of 
the Raymond Moore Foundation, set up under the will of the theatre’s founder, are Cape 
Codders either by birth or adoption. Joshua Nickerson, its president, is a native of first- 
comer stature. 

Far from being any longer considered the moral ruination of Cape Codders, the Cape 
Playhouse has apparently been accepted as the most harmless of summertime occupations 
for its current crop of adolescents. 

All nine of this year’s ushers are local young ladies. From Dennis there are Debora 
Day, Linda Brettler, Linda Nevin, Kathryn Melnick, and Nancy Howes. East Dennis offers 
Karen Eldred and the Corsini twins, Elizabeth and Margaret, and from across-Cape in 
South Yarmouth, Sarah Perkins makes the nightly trek. In addition, Sheila Stone of 
Dennis, whose older sister, Alison, has been on the publicity staff for several years, lends 
a hard-working hand backstage. Suzanne Clowry, officially a Dennisite since June 29, 
is @ Managerial assistant. 

Out in the parking lot are the twins’ cousin, Russel Corsini, of Worcester and East 
Dennis; William Roy, Joseph Barr, and Sonny Stroh, all either permanent or longtime 
summer residents of Dennis. 

Through some mysterious seachange, the Cape Playhouse is no longer a wicked in- 
trusion from the world without, but a loca! institution as much a part of the scene as the 
salt marshes and half-houses and with its own niche in legend and anecdote. 


In another ten years Cape Codders will say they invented the summer theatre.
